DESPERATE MAN IS 


CAPTURED IN TEXAS 


An Article From the El Paso Herald 


That Gives an Account of 


His Arrest. 


The following 
from the El Paso in Reno, -srhere an Indictment will be 


(Texas) Herald is a clear statement awaiting him from the grand jury on 
of facts from an authentic source: 


One of the cleverest captures that 


has been effected in this section for 
some time was the apprhension of 
James Bentley two weeks ago by Dep- 
uty Sheriff Clements. The Herald was 
cognizant of the arrest at the time, 
but was requested to wait until today 
when Deputy Sheriff Comstock and 
Sheriff John Hayes, of Reno, Nevada, 
who came to claim the prisoner, re- 
lated all the facts connected with the 
case. 
• 
Bentley, who had served a term of 


several years ta U>e penitentiary of 
Nevada was being held in the county 
jail of 
Rno awaiting the action of 


the grand jury on a charge of burglary. 
One morning while Sheriff Hayea was 
sitting In the jail with his back to 
Bentley, the rrlsoner, who had secured 
a revolver, fired at Sheriff Hayes, the 
bullet striking the seam of his coat 
on the shoulder. 
He then turned on 


the sheriff with the revolver and beat 
him aevvttMy over the head. 
After a 


hart] grapple and tussle he succeeded 
In jumping through a window and 
nuule his escape. 


No more WHS heard of Bentley until 


two weeks nga when he was arrested 
In this city. 
Sheriff Hayes thought 


he hiid possibly gone to Seattle, but 
was keeping n natch on this section. 
When Bentley was arrested ,he was 
not told whv he was wanted by the 
sheriff and did not suspect that he was 
being held to answer the coming of the 
sheriff whom he had assaulted In or- 
der to make his escape. 


Bfentley stayed across the river for 


some time and was finally pointed out 
to Deputy Sheriff Clements as the fel- 
low 
wanted by Sheriff 
Hayes, and 


Clements immediately made the ar- 
rest and wired Sherlft Hayes to come 
for his prisoner, which he did, arriving 
here last Monday. He sent to Austin 
for extradition papers, which arrived 
here this morning. 


When the papers 
arrived 
Sheriff 


Hayes proceeded to the 
county jail. 


where he found Bentley. 


When Bentley was brought face to 


face with Sheriff Hayes in the county 
jail he was greatly surprised and ap- 
peared ^e^y much excited. 
He said, 


"Hello, Johnnie, how are you?' 


Sheriff Hayes, answered 
"Bentley, 


I 
meet you under different circum- 


stances to those which surrounded our 
last meeting." 


Bentley smiled and said 
" Tes, you 


a charge of burglary; and later he will 
be indicted for attempting to kill me.' 


Sheriff Hayes spoke of the courteous 


treatment he had received at the hands 
of Sheriff 
Boone and deputies 
and 


said: "No one could have been treat- 
ed with more courtesy than was ex- 
tended me and I shall always remem- 
ber my trip to El Paso, not only be- 
cause of the Importance of the trip 
but for the social features which I have 
enjoyed." 


put up a hard, game fight, and did 
all any man could do under the cir- 
cumstances." 


Sheriff Hayes said: "Bentley, I hold" 


nothing personal against you, but I 
am going to take you back to Reno, 
where you are wanted on a charge of 
burglary," not telling him that he was 
also wanted for the more serious of- 
fense of assault with Intent to commit 
murder. 


When Bentley was told that he was 


to be taken back to Reno to answer 
to a charge of murder he flew Into a 
rage and said he would get even with 
the fellow who had betrayed him and 
pointed him 
out to Deputy Sheriff 


Clements. 


He said the reason he tried to kill 


Sheriff Hayes was because he would 
not obey him when he told him to 
throw up his hands, but Instead grap- 
pled with him and put up a strong 
fight. 


He said he was very sorry that he 


came back over the river but seemed 
to get some satisfaction out of 
his 


continued threat that 
some day he 


would get even with the fellow who 
betrayed him into the hands of the 
sheriff. 


Bentley is about twenty-eight years 


old and very strongly built. 
He has 


a bad record, and Is considered a des- 
perate character. Once, while serving 
a sentence in the state penitentiary of 
Nevada, he attacked a fellow prisoner 
in the presence of a guard and cut 
him eleven slashes with a large knife 
before the prisoner could be rescued 
by the guards. 


Sheriff Hayes Is delighted oVer the 


capture and said to a Herald reporter 
this morning- '7 have always thought 
that some day I would get Bentley, but 
his capture, I confess, came as a sur- 
prise to me. 
I must commend the 


sheriff and his deputies here for their 
careful work In the matter and especi- 
ally I want to say that Deputy Sheriff 
Comstock acted wisely in the matter 
and did not make even the slightest 
Improper move. 


"Bentley is a mean fellow and to 


arrest him meant to run a great risk 
of life: but Clements knew how to go 
about the matter. I shall take Bentley 
back to Reno In heavy Irons and shall 
certainly see that he does not get 
away. I shall leave with him tomor- 
row morning, and he will soon be back 


COUNTY OFFICERS RESIGN 


The Humboldt 
County Official 
Not 


Satisfied With Their Job 


The following from the Humboldt 


Standard, published at Wlnnemucca, Is 
self-explanatory? 


The resignation of W. D. Morey as 


county commissioner and of Frank X. 
Murphy as district attorney were pre- 
sented to the commissioners ajt this 
morning's session of the board. 


Mr. Morey's resignation was dated 


January 24th and had been presented 
to the governor before coming before 
the commissioners. The law requires 
the approval by the board of the resig- 
nation and that it then be forwarded to 
the governor, who will appoint a suc- 
cessor. 


The board did not take action on 


Mr. Morey's resignation at this morn- 
Ing's session, owing to the fact that it 
.was dated January 24th and he had at- 
tended and participated in the business 
transacted at the February session. Mr. 
Morey, who Is now In Idaho, was noti- 
fied by telegraph of the irregularity 
and it is expected that he will forward 
his resignation by wire and thaf the 
board will accept it and transmit no- 
tice of the vacancy to the governor, 
who wll lappoint a successor. 
This 


may also be done by telegraph and 
It Is possible that Mr. Morey's suc- 
cessor may serve at the present meet- 
Ing of the board. 


A number of prominent men of Para- 


dise valley have been mentioned 
in 


connection with the appointment In 
case Mr. Morey resigned. .His resig- 
nation has been looked for ever since 
he sold out his ranch In Paradise 
valley last fall and left the county 
with the intention of locating else- 
where. 


Mr. Morey's successor will of course 


be a Paiadise valley resident, and it 
has been ghen out with almost positive 
assurance that Assemblyman B. F. 
Riley will be the man. 


Mr. Murphy's resignation as district 


attorney was 
accepted 
immediately 


and the office is now vacant. 
Several 


local attorneys are mentioned In con- 
nection With the appointment to the 
vacancy, and It will doubtless be filled 
at the present meeting of the board. 


Mr. Morey was the hold-over com- 


missioner, haying been elected in 1900. 
He served two previous terms and was 
one of the best commissioners Hum- 
boldt ever had. 


Mr. Murphy was elected district at- 


torney last fall.

SENATOR LODGE ON PHILIPPINE ATROCITIES 


T 


HE recent speech of Senator Lodge In Boston was 


characterized by a spirit of demogogy and want of 


candor which, while not surprising, are nevertheless deep- 
ly to be regretted in one who assumes to be both a states- 
man and a historian besides posing as the peculiarly close 
friend of President Roosevelt. 


The Massachusetts Senator was discussing- the Philip- 


pine question, and among other things he said: 


"We Republicans deeply deplore the fact that any 


cruelties were ever committed by any American officer or 
any American soldier upon any one In the Philippines. 
We believe any officer or man guilty of such conduct 
should be tried by court-martial, and we believe this has 
been done. But we also believe that some consideration 
aboold be given to the clhcumstances under which these 
cruelties occurred. We remember their provocations. We 
deplore and censure the cruelties they may have commit- 
ted, but we do not forget as the other side forgets, the 
cruelties that our men endured. They get together and cry 
OHt against the cruelties inflicted upon the Filipinos, but 
they have no word for Private O'Hearn. roasted all day 
Over a slow flre and hacked to death with bolos, no word of 
reprobation for the murderers of the wounded American 
Bailor buried alive in the sands of Luzon; no thought of 
the men who assassinated little Noa, the midshipman, 
•when he asked them for water. Why, when they are tell- 
ing of events in the Philippines, do they pass by in silence 
the surprise :ind massacre at Balingiga?" 


It is hard to Imagine any political statement which, 


taking it in its entirety, weuld be more egrfglously unfair 
than the foregoing. 
Not only does it misrepresent the 


Democratic position, but it does so in a manner calculated 
and intended to divert the public rnmd from the real ques- 
tion at issue. The purpose is to blind the people to the 
fundamental \\rong of the Republican Philippine policy 
by attempting to make it appear that Democrats have 
more sympathy for « Filipino who has beeen oruely treat- 
ed than they have for an American soldier who has been 
the victim of a Filipino outrage. It is difficult to comment 
upon sueh a line of discussion with any sort of patience. 
Senator Lodge himself furnished a complete answer In his 
ispeech in the senate, when he admitted that nothing could 
Justify torture. 


When it is shown that torture was inflicted by Ameri- 


can officers in many cases, that in some of them death re- 
sulted, and that unarmed defenceless prisoners had been 
•hot down in cold blood without trial, it is no answer to 
•ay that the Filipinos themselves were cruel. Cruel and 
•emi-barbarous methods of warfare were to be expected. 
from a people of Malay blood and inferior civilization— 
especially when lighting against subjugation by a foreign 
foe. For us to resort to the same or similar methods Is 
•Imply to throw aside our own boasted civilization and put 
ourselves on a level with a foe which Republican leaders. 
Including President Roosevelt, have time and again declar- 
ed to be a race of savages, 


The Democratic contention was simply that the atroclt- 


lea In the Philippines were the natural result of the policy 
of conquest which had been adopted with reference to 
those Islands. No matter who fired the first shot, we were 
tie aggressors, because we were asserting our soverlgnty 
over a land which the Filipinos believed to be theirs by 
natural right. Not only this, but w were claiming the right 
to make laws for the Filipinos themselves, and to punish 
them for disobedience thereto. In effect we made war 
upon them. Let some foreign nation do upon the shores of 
America what we were doing in the Philippines prior to 
the outbreak of hostilities there, and see how quickly the 
people of the United States would be up In arms. 


In the Philippines we assumed a position which com- 


pelled the natives either to accept our authority or fight 
for the privilege of governing themselves In their own 
native land. They chose the latter and, under the circum- 
•tances, we had no right to adopt savage methods merely 
because the Filipinos did. Moreover, the outrage which 
the Democratic leaders condemned so strongly, were not 
generally committed as the result of provocation. They 
•were done deliberately not as punishment for the murder 
of O'Hearn, but for the mere purpose of crushing out all 
reslmaoe and putting an' end to the so-called rebellion. 


As the debate of this great question shaped itself it 


wn» not necessary for Democrats to denounce the mas- 
sacre of Baltngiga. It goes without saying that all Amer- 
icans naturally deplore such an occurrence as that . But 
the qufifton before the senate was the right or wrong of 
the Republican Philippine policy: and for the purpose of 
emphasizing the wrong. Democrats adverted to the fact 
fftat the policy could only, as many Republicans them- 
selves claimed, be carried out by a resort to methods of 
•warfare which were a disgrace to our civilization. Repub- 
licans first admitted that these methods could not be de- 
fended and then they attempted to defend them by point- 
Ins to barbarous acts on the part of the Filipino*. Sena- 
tor Hoar very aptly likened the attitude of the Republi- 
cans on this point to the case of a man who started In to 
•whip a little boy and then In justification raised the cry 
that the little boy was not fighting fair, that "he was strik- 
ing below the belt." 


Senntor Lodge misled his audience when he expressed 


the belirf that all these cases of wrong-doing had been 
tried by i-ourt-martlal. If that is true, it is also true that 
the couiis-inartlal were composed of friends of the ac-' 
cused American officers. 
With these courts the Filipinos 


received small < 
, 


that no matter how grave the crime charged, the m 
severe punishment prescribed by any such court was-a 
reprimand. 
Waller snot eleven prisoners •without trie 


and waa acquitted. Hell-roaring Jake Smith ordered the 
butchery of every native in Samar above the age of ten 
years and the verdict was a reprimand. A few weeks ago 
a distinguished army officer was convicted of drunkenness 
and dismlise- from the service in disgrace. If he had shot 
a few Filipino prisoners without trial, or had administer- 
ed the water cure torture to them he would either have 
been acquitted or reprimanded. 


Senator Lodge Is probably right when he says* that Re- 


publicans deplore the cruelties committed by American 
officers and soldiers. The trouble is that Republicans have 
not deplored those cruelties deeply enough to change the 
policy which led to them.

HERE are two pleasing instances of political honor 
incident to the last elections. Congressman Rulings 


of Ohio, a Republican, received a less number of votes 
than D. C. Badger a Democrat, but the tatter's votes were 
declared by the courts to be null and void because of his 
disqualification for the office under the State constitution, 
as he held at the time a judicial position. Mr. Hultnga 
declined to accept his certificate of election on the ground 
that the voters did' not intend to elect him. Congressman 
W. W. Rhea, a Democrat was declared elected In his con- 
gressional district in Virginia on the face of the returns, 
but Mr. Rhea declined to accept the certificate, stating 
that he believed the ballots In two rejected precincts should 
have been counted for his Republican opponent. Col.

There III something fine and manly In the way Messrs 


Hulings and Rhea have acted that is in refreshing contrast 
to the eagerness too often manifested of a willingness to 
get the office by'any means, fair or foul.
